The advertising field 1s full of

There are three principles to fol-
low in an advertising campaign:
First of all, find a business that will
stand advertising; secendly, find the
newspaper that will make the adver-
tising pay; thirdly, give the news-
paper fime to pay.

You can’t start in to breed dollars
in Jess tme than 1t takes to haich
them any more than you can pull
hen off the nest before she has had a
chance to incubate.

Don’t delude yourseif
with a china doorknob, and
confuse a “rooster newspaper,” which
spends its time cock-a-loruming, for
a “hen newspaper” that iz too busy
hatching out dollars to strut about
crowing.
